the duſt : for, if the Ele& (fo called) ſhall certainly be ſaved with- 
out it, then to what end was Preaching ? 

To this we anfwer, That Preachins(and fo all other Ordinances) 
was not ordained for that end which ye judge or conceive , For the 
falyation ef mankinde, or the converſion of fouls. Which doth-ey1- 
dently appear in Scripture : let him to whem ir is give, judge, being: 
taught of God. Though man would thruft our (if poſſible) the 
will, purpoſe, and power of God ; who had purpoſed all things be- 
fore they were, how they ſhould be, in order thereunto.
